Ofganize circles and associations in 
every county on the following or a simi- 
lar plan: 

First, organize in each neighborhood 
circles of say not less than twelve in 
each circle, for developing purposes. 
Unite these into a county organization, 
holding regular county monthly meet- 
ings, and the county into State organi- 
zation, with semi-annual or quarterly 
meetings. Let each county organization 
secure the services of a good medium, f 
and pay him or her a sum sufficient for d 
his or ber support, and the medium can 
supply each one of the associated cir- 
cles on different nights in the week, < 
and when the circles are too numerous $ 
for one, you will have developed a me- 
dium or a number of mediums, who can 
take up the work and carry it out in the 
older circles while the organizer meets 
the needs of the newer aud feebler cir- 
cles. A system of exchange between 
the county associations can be formula- 
ted and carried into effect so that new 
lite can be imparted and new vigor ob- 
tained by the mutual interchange of 
thoughts and phenomena thus brought 
about. 

There are diversities of gifts among 
mediums. Not all are gifted with clair- 
voyance, nor the powor of materializa- 
tion, but each and all are truly agents 
of the unseen powers of immortality, 
and each should help the other in the 
grand march of truth ever onward over 
the entrenchments of error and bigoted 
superstition. 

Harmonial organization means new 
strength aud increased power, and some 
method must be found whereby we can 
be assured of a constant supply of new 
material for mediums wheu the old 
workers have to lay down their armor 
and go to the higher life. For this pur-
